Group IV. Claims 70-80 drawn to electrical computers and digital processing 
systems: multi-computer data transferring, particularly network resources access 
controlling in computer-to-computer session/connection establishing, classified in class 
709, subclass 229 

3. The invention are distinct, each form the other because of the following reasons: 

a. Invention I, II, III and IV are related as subcombination disclosed as useable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate function 
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such as configuring a web service system, invention II has separate function such as 
developing and generating a web service frame work, invention III has separate 
function such as identifying, translating, categorizing, organizing and modifying a 
web service architecture implementation, and invention IV has separate function such 
identifying, defining, determining and implementing security domain, policy, 
strategy, profile and scheme.

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purpose as indicated is proper.
